The keyboard conglsts of four rows
of seven keys euch, which print the
lettera of the alphabet and the num-
eraly, and which call for the same kind
of skill as the ordinary typewrliter, The
machine s connected with the tele-
graph or telephone In some manner not
yer revealed, but without the use of a
speclal wire. The letters of the mes.
sage are printed upon the
narrow tape in clear type by the writey

Used to Move Heavy Meotal Beams.
Simple Manuver of Application,

WHAT 18 TRIPLE EXTRACT1

Process by Which the Odor of Flowars
1s Obinined.

Flowers that are to be used In the
manufacture of perfumes, are alwaym
gathered at night-fall, or quite early
in the morning when the dew ia upon
them, Before they are gathered, hows
ever, recoptacles are prepared for them
In the shape of large framesover which
are stretched cotton cloths well satu-
rated with olive oll or almond oll. The
cut flowers are brought In, and are
thickly soread on a frame; then an-
other frame e fitted over it, and that,
in turn, I8 well spread with flowers;
then a third frame s fitted over the
gecond spread of flowers, and thus the
work goes on, until a huge plle of
flowers I8 prepared.

This flower-heap I8 1left for (wo days;
at the end of which time the flowers
are removed from the frames and re-
placed by fresh ones, The frames are
filled and emptied every two davs un-
til two weeks have possed, Then the
clothe are detached from the [(rames
and placed under great pressure, and
all the oil Is pressed out of them, The
ofl thus obtained {8 heavily charged
with the fragrance of the flowers, and
it Is mixed with double its welght of
very pure pectified epirit and put in a
vessel called a “digester,” which is
simply a porcelain, or block<tin, kettle
that fits in another kettle, When In

uge, the outer vessel s filled with
bolling water,
In this wvesegel the mixture of oll

and spirits “digests’” for three or four
days; then, after having cooled, the
Epirit §s decanted into another vessel,
holding the same quantity of fragrant

oll, and the digesting process s re-
pented. After being thus digested
three times, the spirit Is found to

have taken up enough of the perfume
and it is then decanted from the ol
for the third and last time through a
tube, one end of which ia filled with
cotton weel to serve as a filter. The
fluld thus prepared is called “iriple
extract.”
